Preserves for 

Early Autumn 

By Mildred A. Hill 
L,ate frulta and vegetables lend 
themaolvoa to many delicious Jama 
and preaerves. Here are two recipes 
which call for Inexpensive vegetables. 
IncUienUlly, sugar Is also selling at 
a price about as low as it has In a 
generation; bo you have an usual op- 
portunity to put up liberal quantities 
of these preserves at little cost. 



Pumpkin Preserves 
Remove the rind and seeds from a 
small pumpkin and cut the fleah In 
Inch cubos. Cook In a small amount 
of water until tender. Drain and 
weigh. For each pound of pumpkin , 
allow 1 pound of sugar, 2 lemons, and 
2 ounces of ginger root Slice the 
lemon and soak with the ginger oyer 
night In cold water. Next morning 
cook in tho same water until the 
lemon rind la tender. Add the augar 
and the pumpkin, and simmer until 
the pumpkin ia transparent. Drain 
and pack In Jars. Cook syrup until 
It la thick and pour over the fruit in 
Jars. Seal tightly. 



Tomato Preaervci 
Weigh small, half-ripe tomatoes 
and allow y* pound augar and 1 
lemon to each pound of tomatoes. 
Slice the lemons thin and cook In 
water to cover until the skin Is 
tender.

The Navy cookbook spedflea 
clearly that every meal served 
must include certain •protective 
foods," sach as butter, milk, eggs 
and vegetables or fruit or both.; 
Freeh fmlta are favored for break- ' 
faat, especially oranges and grape- 
fruit, and oatmeal la scheduled to 
appear on the mens at least once 
a week. Soup for dinner, except 
In vrarm weather, and meat and 
fresh vegetables. Relishes and 
condiments are recommended;, 
Hweet desaert after dinner la the 
Invariable rule. And "Jamoke," In 
1 largo and fragrant quantities.
